He never thought about having children or 
being in relationships since he was more 
focused on protesting and running NWR, 
but in about 2014 he took me and my mom 
in with open arms when we fled from 
Arkansas and helped raise me! We went to 
drum circles, rainbow gatherings, festivals, i 
helped hand out NWR zines, etc. He grew 
into the dad role pretty quickly and also 
raised one of my brothers who was born in 
2016, he made me into the person iam 
today! He was also with my mom for 15+ 


years! 


His story 


He was born march 25th, 1953. what a time 
to be alive! He was bom & grew up in 
Cranston, Rhode Island with his mom and 
dad. He was really successfull! He went to 
Ivy League Schools like Lasalle Academy, 
Columbia University, UC Berkeley Grad 
School and probably many more! He did 
baseball, wrestling, and lots of other sports. 
Despite the great education he got he never 
got a job, he started his own "business" of 
doing construction & renovation work for 
other people. He started to get well known 
in his 30s when he started protesting in his 
home town, he was written about in 
newspapers and talked about.

Fred The Red, Grateful 
Fred, and his legal name. He passed away 
November 10th 2023.
